The Girl Presents a Pitiful 


Appearance at the 


Police Station. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—Sixteen- 


year-old Ida Lillian Brown, missing 


since Tuesday last from her home in 
Piedmont, and believed for a time to 
have met the fate that was prepared 


for little 
Xora 
Fuller 
In a vacant 


house 
on 
Geary 
street, has 
been 


found. 


The child was discovered by Police 


Corpora! Anderson this morning- at the 
home of a Mrs. JIcGibbon, on Ninth 
avenue in this city, -where she had been 
doing a 
scullion's 
-work for several 


days. The admissions of the child, as 
made to the local police, unfold a story 
as shocking and cruel as any of its kind 
that has found Its way to the ears of 
the authorities here In many a day. 


If the girl's declarations are true, 


then a conductor named Beach in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, and residing in Oakland, is re- 
Bponsible for her ruin and the fact that 
ehe sought to hide herself in the out- 
skirts of this city. 


HURRIED TO OAKLAND. 


As soon as Corporal Anderson found 


the child he took her to the office of 
Chief Wittman, who at once started 
the young girl for Oakland in the care 


of an officer, with instructions to the 


latter to turn the unfdrtunate over to 


Chief Hodgkins in tha.t city. 


The police on this side ot the bay, 


having succeeded in finding and re- 


turning the missing girl, will take no 


hand in the formulating of plans for 
a prosecution; but Chief Hodgkins was 


advised by telegram of the details of 


the find and will unquestionably cause 


the arrest and imprisonment of the 


conductor. 


RUINED AND DESERTED. 


According to Ida Brown's story she 


has known 
the 
conductor 
for some 


time. She left her home in Piedmont 
on Tuesday last and went to the Paclflcj, 
Press plant, at Twelfth and Castro 
streets, Oakland, as she stated in her 


brief interview with the local police 
today, and after working hours met 
Beach, who took her to the Union Ho- 


tel in East Oakland. 


There they remained for the night, 


the girl declares, and the next day the 


landlady of the place, a Mrs. Deike, 
questioned her and gave her 50 cents. 


Ida remained 
there 
another night 


and met Beach secretly.

a bunch of unpaid bills, and carried with 
him little more than a gripsack and a 
determination to break in somewhere. 


He has broken in all right. 
He has made a fortune and married a 


rich and handsome widow almost before 
he had been gone long enough to cause 
the habitues of the Athenian Club to ask, 
"what'si .become of Cotton?" 


Colonel Cotton had had bad Ick In Oak- 


land. 
He came here as agent for the 


Ldcomoblle Company, and it looked for 
awhile as If he had a good thing. 
But 


the rosy hopes didn't pan out. Competi- 
tion in the steam wagon business became 
too fierce for the locomobile, which some- 
how didn't catch on.

"would hear from him in a short time— 
and tfcey have, with, the cash accompany- 
ing his regards. 


Now he will .soon be on Ills way out to j 


OakJand in a palatla' v'lv.-;'>-£.r, wlth aJ 
blooming bride, worth a large fortune, j 
and a big bank account of his own. Grit, j 
assurance and a copper mine did

business.

"This town Is full of knockers," said j 


Cotton on the eve of his departure from j 
Oakland, "and I am going where people j 
are too busy to kick, and I'll make a 
stake while some of these fellows who are 
knocking me will be watching a chance 


to get a new suit of clothes."* 


Pie has kept his word. He got an option 


on a copper mine in Arizona and sold it 
out to a syndicate headed by Senator 
Clark of Montana, clearing $100,000 on the 
deal.

Wall street and picked up more loose' 
money.

NOTIFIED THE POLICE. 


When Mrs. McGibbon noticed the ac- 


counts 
In the newspapers of a young 


girl's disappearance she notified the Mis- 
sion police, and turned the girl over to 
Corporal Anderson when he called. 


The girl is at the Police Station here 


with her father. 


But with th'e finding of the girl 
the 


matter 
will 
not rest, for Mr. Brown 


speaks of the man in the case and he will 
demand his arrest. 


Ida Brown is the daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. 
J. M. Brown, 4102 Piedmont avenue. 


She was employed by the Pacific Press 
Publishing 
House, Twelfth and Castro 


streets. 


Shortly after 7:30 o'clock last Tuesday 


night Ida Brown left her place of 
em- 


ployment ostensibly for her home near 
Mountain 
View Cemetery. 
But 
she 


never reached her destination and tho 
fate of Nora Fuller lingered in the minds 


of those that conducted the search. 


Four days elapsed before the parents of 


the missing girl gave up the search them- 
selves and sought the aid of the police. 


In that time no trace of her could be 


found. But since the matter was placed 
in tho hands of the authorities it has 
been learned that Ida Brown spent two 
nights In an East Oakland hotel, and 
was seen In csrmpany with a man and la 
known 
to 
have boarded the 
Broad 


Gauge ferry for San Francisco.

Previous to the disappearance of the 


girl sho had been accosted by a strange 


man just two nights before she dropped 


from ftig-ht. She reported tho occurence 
to her parents. The strange man accost- 
ed her and insisted on carrying on a con- 
versation under the pretense of asking 
the location of a. number of streets. He 
volunteered the information that he was 
a soldier and had just returned from the 


Philippines.

"Whereas, Oone of out trusts is the ex- 


penditure of the' money of the people of 
the State of California; and 


"Whereas, we, as such trustees, are 


supposed^ to represent ouf ^.constituents, 
and keep* expenditures oT the trust fund 
within proper limits; -ani 


"Whereas, It appears that we hare to- 


day in the State of California 180 at- 
taches to do the work that fifty attaches 
could properly do; and 


"Whereas, It Is currently rumored and 


reported that a large number of attaches 
have had no other physical exertion than 
signing powers of attorney to draw their 
pay from the State; therefore be it 


"Resolved, by the Senate that a special, 


committee of three be appointed by the 
President of the Senate to investigate the 
standing of all attaches of the Senate 
and that said committee shall have power 
to send for persons and. papers that the 
true standing of attaches may-be ascer- 
tained; and be it further 


"Resolved, that the author of this res- 


olution be not on the committee." 


In support of the resolution,-Emmons 


said:v 


"While I am In the minority and do not 


want to be known as a. kicker, I think 
that some action 'should be taken toward 
retrenchment.

Shortridge said he believed no one would 
take seriously, was assailed by Emmons, 
who said; 


"The people of California, are praying 


and crplng for reform. I am ashamed 
that such a declaration aa yo uhave ja«t 
heard should have been made in the Sen- 
ate of the State of California.' 


"Mark my words, gentlemne, the tlm« 


will come when the wasteful methods 
now being practiced will be repudiated."

ly and unequivocally declares In favor of 
the ownership ofWal mines to be operat- 
ed for and by the people," and requests 
President Gompers and 
the 
executive 


council of the American 
Federation 
of 


Labor to have all central bodies under 
their purisdiction ca.ll mass meetings and 
agitate to this end, "so that a repetition 
of the present intolerable state of affairs 
will be impossible," 


Copies of the resolution have been for- 


warded to President Roosevelt, Attorney 
General Cunneen and Mr. Gompers.

OF LONDON'S POOR 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19. — There 
can 
no 


longer be any question as to the extent 
and gravity of the distress now prevail- 
ing in London, eays a Tribune's corre- 
spondent in London. Many thousands of 
men in excess of the usual average are 
out of employment this winter, and the 
work houses cannot accommodate all the 
people demanding shelter. 
Things have 


reached a serious pass in the East End 
of the metropolis, while the tide of alien 
Immigration Is steadily rising higher and 
higher. 
A serious state of affairs exists 


also in other parts of Great Britain. 
An 


endless stream of country bred folk are 
pouring into 
the 
over-crowded 
cities, 


while Canadian farmers organize expedi- 
tions to search the old country for much- 
needed labor and offer goodi wages for 
efficient 
men without satisfactory 
re- 


sponse. 
Official statistics show that the 


British emigrant does not generally elect 
to make his home in the British colonies. 
Of 205,910 emigrants from this country 
last year, 108,501 went to 
the 
United 


States. 
This condition of things induc- 


ed one newspaper to declare that the fu- 
ture of the British race Is imperilled by 
the draughts make upon It from America 
and that the greatest and most beneficent 
work a British statesman could perform 
for the welfare of the nation would be the 
inp.uguration of some scheme for redis- 
tributing the British people in the British 
empire.

The census shov.-s that in Oakland 


100 .boys under the age of 14 are work- 
ing in the different stores and facto- 
ries. 


In San Francisco a similar census 


has been taken. 
There it was found 


that twenty-five boys and one. girl un- 
der 12 years of age were working, and 
that 1,042 boys and 28S girls under 16 
years of ago were at work. 


Dr. Moore urges the need of a com- 


pulsory school law in this State, and 
uses the figures to substantiate his 
cause. He Is a member of the Commit- 
tee on Compulsory Education Legisla- 
tion of the State Teachers' Associa- 
tion.

OLIVES ARE TREATED BY 
CENTRIFUGAL 


FORCE-IMPORTANT EVENTR OF 


THE COMING WEEK.

more readily and more cheaply than 
by the old process. The principle of 
the machine Is that It forces the oil 
from the fruit by a rapid centrifugal 
motion.

Professor Shaw 
has already tested his Invention and 
found it successful.

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A PECULIAR MOVEMENT. 


The organizers of the proposed "Na- 


tional League of Independent Work- 
men of America" do not seein to ap- 
preciate consistency very highly- They 
object to 
labor 
unions, which are 


merely organizations of workmen in 
the mass for their own betterment 
and protection, but proceed to form a 
counter organlzsitlori. 
"The National 


League of Independent Workmen" is a 
misnomer. A mnn is no longer inde- 
pendent when he joins any organiza- 
tion, agreeing to abide by its laws and 
decrees. A member of this organiza- 
tion is, ethically, in precisely the same 
category as a member of an ordinary 
labor union. There may be a wide dif- 
ference between the methods of the 
two organizations, but stripping them 
of non-essential variants the aims o( 
tMe two are identical—betterment of 
condition and protection of members 
of the 
organization. 
The 
National 


League has these specific objects in 
view: 


"(1.) 
To protect Independent work- 


men in their independence. 


"(2.) 
To sustain high wages by en- 


ergetic co-operation with our employ- 
ers. 


"(3.) 
To establish reasonable hours 


of labor, according to the exigencies 
of the trades. 


"(4.) To promote intelligent under- 


standing of our work. 


"(5.) 
To furnish 
favorable condi- 


tions for training apprentices, in or- 
der that our hoys may become suc- 
cessful -workmen. 


"(6.) To maintain sanitary condi- 


tions of employment by means of State 
laws and inspectors. 


"(7.) 
To compel officers of the gov- 


ernment to enforce the laws. 


"(8.) 
To compel labor unions to ob- 


serve the laws. 


"(9.) 
To protect members against 


unjust treatment from employers, by 
due process of law. 


"(10.) 
To provide a labor bureau 


for Its members. 
With the exception of the eighth sub- 
division, these objects are substantial- 
ly the same as the 
unions claim to 


have in view. 
Substitute for that a 


rule reading something like this, and 
the whole creed might stand approved 
by the unions: 


"(S.) To compel non-union 
work- 


men to join unions and abide by union 
rules in regard to rates of wages and, 
hours of labor." 


The first subdivision would probably 


be 
amended 
by 
the 
unions 
by 


adding "of boss tyranny." 
Whether 


their professions are always followed 
or not, the unions claim that the chief 
object is to protect members against 
unjust treatment from employers by 
due process of law. That 
sentence 


practically embodies the whole wage 
question, and'Is what the unions stand 
for unless led away by 
passion and 


unwise counsel. Yet it Is exactly what 
this organization of 
non-union men 


have In view. 


As the objects of the rival organiza- 


tions are practically the same, the dis- 
tinction between them Is solely one of 
methods. 
The chief objection 
urged 


against the unions Is that they are ar- 
bitrary and enforce absolute 
obedi- 


ence on the part of their members, and 
refuse to work or fraternize with men 
who refuse to 
become 
members of 


unions. 
Unless the 
so-called "Inde- 


pendent workmen" enforce obedience 
on the part of their members their or- 
ganization will amount 
to but little. 


But looked at from another side, form- 
Ing this organization seems to further 
the cause of unionism, for It Is a full 
recognition of the principle on which 
unionism Is based. 
In the end It Is 


likely to have the result that usually 
ensues when rival organizations have 
the same objects to attain—they will 
merge. When the non-union men or- 
ganize to do precisely what the unions 
are organized to do, they have como 
three-quarters of the way toward get- 
ting into the union camp. 
The rival 


organizations will fight each other for 
awhile, and then they will unite to op- 
pose the outside pressure. 


Th« international marriage between

In his haste to make politi- 
cal capital, Senator Sanford ma.de It 
Impossible for the 
resolution 
to be 


adopted. He knew the resolution was

opposition; 
but 
instead 
of keep- 


ing still he hurriedly presented the res- 
olution himself with the avowed ob- 
ject of putting the Republican major- 
ity in a hole.

HEARING. 


PENNSYLVANIA, Jan. 19.—That inter- 


est In the proceeflings 0-f the Anthracite 
Coal S'.rike Commission Is waning was 
strikingly illustrated today, when 
the 


commission 
opened 
its thirty-seventh 


day's session. There were eighteen spec- 
tators present, more than half of whom 
were witnesses. Of the seventeen lawyers 
who represented the coal companies only 
five were present and only one of the. at- 
torneys for the miners was on hand when 
the proceedings began. 


Colonel R. A. Phillips, general superin- 


tendent of the mining department o£ the 
Delaware, Lackawanna 
and 
Western 


road, who was on the witness stand Sat- 
urday, was the first witness called today. 
He testltled that the company never heard 
any complaints against the paying the 
men by the car Instead of by weight until 
the advent of the United Mine Workers. 
He said it makes no difference whether 
tho miners are paid by the car or weight, 
so long as the rate paid is fair. 
The 


company, he said, never had any trouble 
in regard to the wages until the union 
came Into the field. Coionol Phillips said 
the contract miners will now cut only 
five or six cars instead of six or seven, 
as they did before the strike of 1900. In 
consequence, tho company, he said, has 
to employ ten per cent more men than It 
did two years ago, in order to get out the 
same amount of coal. The men at the 
company's mines have a beneficent acci- 
dent society. 
After the 1900 Strike the 


society was dissolved and immediately re- 
organized. This was done, he said, to 
keep out the non-union men, who were 
'••blackballed." 


From 1877 to 1900 tho relations between 


the men and the company were pleasant 
an*l during that period there were no 
strikes. Wages, ho said, were Voluntarily 
Increased thirty-five per cent. With "the 
increase of wages during the 1900 strike, 
the wages of the men havo been in- 
creased forty-five per cent since -^877.

AN OLD CHURCH'S TREASURES. 


In the annals of Portsmouth, under 


date ot 1732, I find the following: 


"This year a number of gentlam«n 


attached to the Episcopal church, and 
giving decided preference to the ritual 
of the English liturgy, erected a build- 
Ing here for the purpose of conducting 
public worship agreeably to that form. 
Mr. Thomlinson (who had been form- 
erly engaged 
in 
voyages 
between 


Portsmouth and London and was now 
settled In that city) contributed large- 
ly himself and 
procured persons 
in 


London to assist in completing it. The 
queen (Caroline) presented several fo- 
lio prayer books ani a service of plate 
for the use of the altar, consisting of 
two large flagons, a chalice, a paten 
and- a christening bason, all stamped 
with the royal arms." In honor of the 
royal donor the new. edifice received 
the name of Queen's chapel. 


This handsome communion service 


is still in use at St. John's. 


About the same time was received 


the "Vinegar" 
Bible, 
which to-day 


stands in its handsome case, (near the 
reading desk) opened at the page on 
which the famous misprint occurs. 


A chalice of* silver was presented in 


the year 1736 by Captain Christopher 
Rymes, which is still occasionally used 
at St. John's. It is a very plain cup— 
evidently of provincial .manufacture— 
and on it are engraved the name of the 
donor and the year. 
~~ 


In 1745 another gift came to Queen's 


chapel. The officers of the New Hamp- 
shire regiment which assisted at the 
capture of Louisburg from the French 
brought home with them the bell ot 
the chapel which stood within the for- 
tification. The bell had been cast in 
France, and ivas sent 
to 
Louisburg 


early in the century.' It was a great 
acquisition to the 
chapel of Ports-, 


mouth, and it hung in the belfry for 
sixty years, until in 1806 occurred the 
great fire which destroyed the chapel, 
the name of the church having mean- 
while been changed to St. John's. The 
bell was much injured, so that It was 
necessary to have it recast. The work 
ivns clone by Paul Revere of Revolu- 
tionary fame at his foundry in Boston. 
On completion of St. John's in 1308, it 
was hung in the belfry of the new 
church. 
In 1S96, after nearly ninety 


years of faithful service, its tone had 
become so much impaired that another 
recasting was requisite, in which some 
300 pounds of new' metal were -added. 
Thus we have in the bell which every 
Sunday rings out from the tdwer of 
St. John's the metal 
of the 
old bell 


that nearly two .hundred years ago 
called the French to prayers within the 
\valls of Louisburg. 


Sixteen years later another of the 


spoils of war came to Queen's chapel. 
This also was taken from the French, 
between whom 
and 
the 
English In 


those days the state of war seemed to 
be thr> normal condition. 


Captain John Tufton Mason, a res- 


ident of Portsmouth, a lineal descend- 
ant, in the fifth generation from Cap- 
tain John Mason,- the founder, was in 
the expedition against the French post 
of Senegal, in 
Africa. 
He 
brought 


home from this African expedition the 
beautiful porphyry font which stands 
in St. John's to-day. 


It is an ancient piece of workman- 


ship—of greater 
antiquity 
than the 


Louisburg bell and undoubtedly ante- 
dates the settlement of this country. 


Upon the metal lid of the font Is en- 


graved in Latin the story of its pre- 
sentition to Queen's chapel. The fol- 
lowing Is a free translation: 
Sarah Catherine and Anna 
Eliza- 


beth accomplished daughters of Cap- 
tain John Tufton 
Mason 
generously 


gave this Baptlsterlum acquired from 
the French at Senegal under the aus- 
picep of the above mentioned John to 
the English church at Portsmouth In 
the year of our Lord 1781 and the 26th 
of the preaching of Arthur 
Browne. 


Wiseman Clagett and Samuel Liver- 
more Wardens. 


Thus we have in St. John's treas- 


ures of the past—of Queen Caroline's 
kindly gift of the beautiful commun- 
ion service, of 
Captain 
Christopher 


Rymes' chalice of 1736, of the Louis- 
burg bell In the tower, and of the an- 
cient baptisterium from 
Senegal, an 


Interesting 
collection 
of 
antiques— 


Interesting as specimens of the work- 
manship of their day and from their 
historical associations. 


As to the bell, it Is seldom visited, 


but should any 
adventurous 
person 


make bold to climb the steep stairway 
leading to the belfry he would find cast 
In relief upon the metal these legends: 


Vox Ego sum Vltae 
Voco vos, Orate, Venite. 


This old Latin motto might thus be

It is not exactly clear what new light 


the experiments can throw upon the 
use of .adulterants, for young men re- 
moved from the disastrous effects of 
greasy steaks, sticky pies, "sinkers" 
and such things and put upon capsules 
of boric acid or any other acid poisons 
short of prusslc acid and strychnine, 
or even of capsules of sawdust, sand 
and chalk, would be apt to thrive, es- 
pecially when they are provided with 
a pure food 
menu 
which has been 


treated so 
carefully 
by the depart- 


ment's chemists as to contain just the 
quantity of nitrogen which Is needed 
to keep the human engine going for 
twenty-four hours. But supposing the 
ten men in the two squads, Including 
the two who have no poison capsule, 
emerge from the experiment greatly 
improved by their Immunity from the 
boarding house menu with its adulter- 
ated food, of what use will It be when 
innumerable squads of ten all over the 
land are thriving on adulterants and 
whi>n, reversing the old maxim, one 
man's poison is another man's meat? 
It may give the department a chance 
to issue several volumes of statistics 
and diagrams explaining the state of 
mind and body of these martyrs to sci- 
ence, but It will prove dry reading for 
the farmers. If it shall be of any value, ! 
then most icertalnly these young men 
should be commended for loaning their 
stomachs to the Department of Agri- 
culture for the alleged good of their 
fellow citizens.—Chicago Tribune.

NEW TEXT BOOK LAW AT 


SACRAMENTO, 


Lawmakers Will Now Get Down 


to Business—Many New Bills 


Before Both Houses. 


SACRAMENTO, 
Jan. 
19. —Both 


houses of the Legislature re-assemble 
today after an irregular vacation ex- 
tending over nearly five days. 
They 


will get together for work, and It Is 
expected that hereafter the members 
will really earn their salaries. 


Thus far there has been practically 


little done save preliminary work. To- 
day the committees will meet in large 
numbers, because nearly all the bills 
which have been introduced have been 
referred to one or the other of them 
and there fs a commendable disposi- 
tion on the part of members to dis- 
cuss and report on them as soon as 
possible. Some of the committees, it 
is known from a canvass of the mem- 
bers, are already able to report on sev- 
eral of the measures, and It Is expect- 
ed that the reports will come with -ra- 
pidity as soon as the meetings of the 
minor bodies are held. 


SHORT BILLS. 


A characteristic of the bills of this 


Legislature Is their brevity, some of 
them covering only a few lines and the 
great majority requiring only a single 
page to set forth their features. 


The majority of the bills comprise 


amendments to laws already in force, 
though there are not a few measures 
which are now proposed for the first 
time. 


GAGE'S APPOINTMENTS. 


A committee on which a great deal 


of interest is centered is that on Exec- 
utive Communications of the Senate, 
of which Senator Leavltt of Oakland is 
chairman. Up to the present, the Sen- 
ator has been unable to say anything 
definite as 
to 
when the committee 


would get together. Last night, how- 
ever, he told THE TRIBUNE corres- 
pondent that 
he 
hoped to secure a 


meeting of that committee today, but 
he doubted that he would succeed, be- 
cause the members would be, tempo- 
rarily at least, engaged upon measures 
In which they had some special or per- 
sonal Interest, which they desired to 
look after first. 


The fact 
that 
Senator Leavltt is 


ready to call the committee together is 
construed as an indication that the 
wishes, to some degree at least, of the 
Governor as regards his appreciation 
or otherwise of some of the appointees 
In question Is known. It is generally 
believed that some of Gage's men will 
have to go, but there will undoubtedly 
be many who will remain. 
It is al- 


most certain that none of the appoin- 
tees who come from Alameda county 
will be disturbed in their positions. 


Senator Caldwell is anxious to bring 


up his bill abolishing the Bank: Com- 
mission, and when he succeeds it is ex- 
pected there will be quite a discussion 
In both houses. 


Tuesday morning has been set for 


the hearing of Sanford's resolution in 
favor of the Omnibus State bill. 
The 


mover of the resolution and the other 
Democrats in the Senate claim they 
will do all sorts of things with the ma- 
jority, and this causes the Republicans 
to smile. Senator Emmons, Democrat, 
has prepared a. minority report which 
members of his party will endorse. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


Senator Knowland of Alameda will 


Introduce in the Senate a bill on com- 
pulsory 
education. 
This 
measure 


passed the Legislature at its last ses- 
sion, but failed to receive the signature 
of Governor Gage. The same bill has 
been introduced into the house by As- 
semblyman Foster of Oakland. 


It provides that children between 8 


and 14 years of age, unless of weak 
body or mind, or because afflicted with 
loathsome or contagious disease, or un- 
less they are In attendance upon a pri- 
vate school or are instructed at home, 
shall attend a public school at least 
five months In the year, eighteen weeks 
of which shall be consecutive. Exemp- 
tion from the rule Is also allowed when 
the home of the child is two miles dis- 
tant from the nearest school. In cases 
where children are addicted to truan- 
cy and to Incorrlglblllty, they are to be 
looked after by truancy officers. In the 
event of their being found Intractable 
and truants, they may be committed to 
what are to be known as parental 
schools, In which teachers are expect- 
ed to study their peculiarities with a 
view to eradicating their bad habits 
and making them 
docile and useful 


members of society. Parents who vio- 
late the law are to be subjected to 
graded fines which increase in propor- 
tion to the frequency of their failure to 
comply with the- provisions of the act. 
There Is a feeling here«that the bill will 
again pass both houses. 


TO ROB .BERKELEY OF DAIRY 


SCHOOL, 


One of the fights and perhaps the 


first flght In which the Alameda county 
delegation will have an opportunity of 
standing as a unit will be that which 
will be precipitated for the purpose of 
taking the State Dairy School away 
from Berkeley. 


Tolo county and San Mateo county 


are anxious to secure the Institution 
and are working earnestly to gain their 
point. Tolo claims that she has the 
most fertile land In the State -within 
her boundaries. ,• San- Mateo . county 
claims that she has within her bound- 
aries the Flood mansion property at 
Menlo Park, which belongs to the Uni- 
versity, which is not utilized and which 
would make an ideal spot for the pe- 
culiar requirements of this school. 


SIDES TAKEN ON QUESTION. 
Sides have already been taken, on the 


subject by a number of, members, un- 


der the 
leadership of Assemblyman 


Brown, the advocates of Menlo Park 
being especially numerous and aggress- 
ive. 


Berkeley, 
however, 
has 
posses- 


sion in its favor, and it also enjoys the 
preference of President Wheeler. This 
preference, however, was expressed be- 
fore the Legislature assembled, when 
the Alameda county .delegation called 
upon President Wheeler to ascertain1* 
what he thought would be the needs of 
the University at 
the hands of tlv^ 


legislative department of the State. 
WHEELER NOW NON-COMMITTAL. 


At this time, however, President 


Wheeler seems disposed to say noth- 
ing regarding his feelings on the sub- 
ject, a fact which has been shown by 
some correspondence which passed be- 
tween him and Assemblyman Brown. 
The latter sought 
to ascertain the 


wishes of the President in the matter 
and in reply received a courteous note 
thanking- him for the interest he had 
displayed In the matter and expressing 
the hope that Mr. Brown would not 
only succeed in getting an appropria- 
tion for the Dairy School, but also that 
he would assist In getting private do- 
nations to double the amount of the 
appropriation—but not a word as to 
the location of the school. 


BUREAU'S REPORT HOSTILE. 


Aside from the 
scramble 
for the 


school by the counties, the Alameda 
delegation will have to contend with 
a. report of the State Dairy Bureau to 
the effect 
that the premises at the 


University are not large enough and 
that the school-itself Is incapable of 
conducting investigations in its line of 
work save in a very limited manner. 
Coupled with this is the recommenda- 
tion that the school be removed to some 
larger and more advantageous site. 


VIEWS OF BLISS AND WALSH. 
Speaking on this subject, Assembly- 


man Bliss of Oakland, himself a prac- 
tical dairyman, said that perhaps a 
larger site might be found, but that he 
thought the premises at Berkeley were 
large enough for the institution. .The 
grounds included a choice spot north 
of the campus, and President Wheeler 
had expressed a 
desire 
to have the 


school remain In Berkeley. 


Assemblyman Walsh of Oakland said 


that when the Alameda 
delegation 


called -on President Wheeler the latter 
had positively stated that he -would 
prefer to have the school remain where 
it was, because grounds had been set 
apart for It extending into one of the. 
canyons and some cattle had already 
been purchased for the station. 
The 


President also said that he preferred to 
have the school remain In Berkeley be- 
cause It would be more advantageous 
to have all the departments of the Uni- 
versity located in one place, and that 
place was Berkeley, the tendency in 
that direction 
being 
shown 
by the 


opening there of the first year in the 
law course in the parent structure.

Tonight Cralgle -Sharp and John P. 


Irish of Oakland, with other members of 
the State Boar dof Trade, are on hand to 
take part tomorrow morning In a con- 
ference with improvement clubii and oth- 
er kindred organizations regarding the 
proposed water and forest bill, which has 
been introduced into the Senate. 
There 


is more diverse sentiment on this meas- 
ure than there is on any other bill on 
file. 
The central part of the State is in 


favor of the proposition, while the north- 
em and especially the southern sections 
are unutterably opposed 
to it 
as it 


stands. 


The conference today, members now 


here say, will realize that that the meas- 
ure must be made less radical and more 
generally applicable to all sections oif the 
State, and will direct its efforts to accom- 
plish that purpose. 


FIRST AND LAST SILK CULTURE.. 
Today a pile, of machinery, used years 


ago in the culture of silk in this State, 
was shipped to 'the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley, where It Is expected 
that Instruction In fhe art of making silk 
will be given with a vjew to bringing 
about a revival 
of an industry which, 


years. ago, attracted attention 
in this 


State. The machinery has become like 
so much junk because of rust, and will 


have to be washed over diligently to be 
able to be utilized af'all. 


LOBBYING SIXTEEN YEARS, 


. This is the latest 'chapter in the story 


of • the abandonment of the patronage of 
silk culture by the State, which has 
brought to these halls of legislation one 
of the most persistent lobbyists, presum- 
ably, that the States has ever known, 
namely, Mrs. Louise Rlenzi, who, during 
the last sixteen years, has been endeavor- 
ing to have the State pay her J1660 for 
sixteen months work as Instructress un- 
der State patronage in the raising of co- 
coons and the manufacture of silk. Once, 
during each administration in the pe- 
riod mentioned, this lady's bill has passed 
both houses generally without opposition, 
but in no instance has it yet received the 
signature of a Governor. No interest has 
been Included in the claim, a circum- 
stance rather unusual among claimants. 
The same bill will be Introduced at this 
session and the outcome will be awaited 
with interest by old-timers. 


A LOST INDUSTRY. 


In the term of Governor Booth there 


Was created a silk culture commission, 
which purchased silk machines and ap- 
rointed Mrs. Rienzi to manipulate them 
and to teach women how to raise co- 
coons, thus enabling them to make a lirll- 
hood and extend the manufacture of silk, 
which material could be produced here as 
well as in the most frlutful of silk-pro- 
ducing countries, 


For sixteen months the work was car- 


ried on. Everybody connected with it, 
save Mrs. Rienzi. was paid. She lived In 
hope, expe cting that eventually justice 
would be done her. 
At length, the State 


failed to make ah appropriation for the 
continuance of the experiment and the 
industry ceased. 


Since then Mrs. Rienzi has sought in 


vain for her salary. 
Governor Markham 


failed to sign the bill through inadver- 
tence. Governor Budd did not sign be- 
cause the measure was a mixture of sev- 
eral bills, the result of a blunder in the 
State Printing Office, and which Tendered 
it worthless. Gage didn't sign it because it 
came to him too late when he had hun- 
dreds of bills to pass on. However, he 
told the claimant that he would be re- 
flected Governor and would sign the bill 
after the first Legislature. 
Gage prom- 


ised without counting the people and the 
bill will now be passed up to Governor 
Pardee. 


Mrs. 
Rienzi has not the bi'Jzenness of 


the average lobbyist. She Is a quiet lit- 
tle woman and her methods impress the 
members of the justice of her claim, more 
especially because she holds recommenda- 
tions of the commissions, who conducted 
California's first venture into the world 
of silk culture. 


FREE SCHOOL BOOKS FOR 
ALL. 


The most radical of the measures on 


schools Introduced is that of Senator Em- 
mons of Bakersfield on free text books. 
His measure proposes that every scholar 
in the public schools shall be provided 
with books free of cost, no exception to 
be made. 
Free books are now used, but 


only by those who are unable to pay for 
them. 
Before even these got the books, 


the parent or guardian must make affi- 
davit that he or she is unable to pay for 
the books. Senator Emmons' measure is 
intended to save people from the neces- 
sity of proclaimnlg themselves paupers by 
making the affidavit of their Inability to 
supply their youns folks with book*.

DR. ADLER'S ADDRESS. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Dr. Felix Ad- 


ler, in an 
address 
In Carnegie Hall 


Sunday on "Anti-Democratic Tenden- 
cies in American Life," said In regard 
to Professor Jenks' recommendation 
for the introduction of coolie labor in 
America's Philippine possessions: "My 
contention is that this proposition is 
to establish human slavery forty years 
after \ve went through war and human 
bloodshed to banish this evil from our 
nation forever. The coolie contract is 
no contract. The essence of a contract 
is the fact tha.t it can be broken. The 
coolie contract is misnamed, because 
it makes the man labor whether he 
will or not. I call this qualified slav- 
ery. When we have the example of 
the happenings n-hich have occurred 
in the' Philippines at the very moment 
when the eyes of the world have been 
turned in that direction, what may we 
expect with our coolie slaves when pub- 
lic attention has been diverted in an- 
other channel? Will the cries of those 
yellow slaves be heard across the 8,000 
miles of water then? 
"I found my hope for a new and bet- 
ter country on the passing of this 
blinding storm of materialism and the 
recognition by humanity of the Inequal- 
ity of man and the cultivation of so- 
cial tendencies."

PASSES OVER 
TO ETERNITY. 


GREAT PIONEER JURIST DIES FUUW 


OF 
YEARS 
AND 


HONOR. 
* 
-iJ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 
19. —Th« 


passing of Hon. Warren Walton Cop« 
leaves Hon. John Currey and Judge 
Wallace practically the only survivor* 
of the coterie of famous lawyers and 
great Jurists who made the bar of Cal- 
ifornia In early days celebrated for 
genius and legal learning. Judge Cope 
was not so brilliant as an orator, not 
did he possess the showy gifts of Ed- 
mund Randolph, John B. Felton, H. P. 
Barber, Edward D. Baker and other 
great advocates of the early.days, but 
his. learning was profound, his Ju.Jj- 
'I 


ment ripe and%lear and his Integrity / 
untainted by suspicion. 


In all the storm of acrimony, often 


degenerating Into personal abuse and 
unfounded accusation, that charactef- 
Ized political 
differences during our 


early history,' especially 
during the 


Civil War and the period Immediately 
antedating It, the breath of calumny 
never blew on Judge Cope's reputation. 
He was not only a man of the firmest 
rectitude, but his heart was warm anil 
all his impulses generous and kindly. 
He was a man of reserve force, self 
contained, tolerant of adverse opinion 
and lenient with.the Infirmities of oth- 
ers. He was a good man as well aa.« 
wise one. 


For a time he resided in Oakland, 


and the older citizens of that city will 
bear him in pleasant recollection. AJ- 
though out of active practice for years, 
he is known to the bar of the whole 
State as one of the best Judge* that 
ever sat on the Supreme Bench. . 


Judge Cope died at the residence of, 


his son, Judge Walter B. Cope, last 
Saturday, after a brief illness. In ex- 
actly two weeks he would have been 
79 years old. 
He was born In Ken- 


tucky of an old Virginia family, and 
came to California in 1850, settling In 
Amador county. He soon made bla 
mark at the bar, and in 1S59, when Da- 
vid S. Terry resismed to flght his tragic 
duel with Brodtrick, Judge Cope waa 
appointed to fill vhe vacancy. At the 
expiration of his term he waa re- 
elected. 


He served on the Supreme Bench: 


with such men as Stephen J. Field, 
William T. Wallace, John Currey ftnd 
Judge Sanderson, and ranked aa their 
peer. After retiring from the Supreme 
Court, Judge Cope formed a law part- 
nership -with the elder Judge Daln«er- 
field In San Francisco. He was prom- 
inent In organizing the State Bar As- 
sociation and was Its first preatdent. 
He became the senior member of the 
firm of Cope, Boy^d & Fifleld, but for 
the past ten years has lived a retired 
life, residing most of the time on his 
ranch In Contra Costa county.
